FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ARIS, SATURDAY EYENING.— The spectre of invasion 
to which the Constitutionnel referred to so pleasantly, the 
other day, is very much exhausted, will soon die a natu- 
ral death, and be decently interred mid-channel. One 
French paper actually s upon the naval armaments 
of England in a sensible light, and insists that the fact 
of the British marine being brought up to its proper 
strength can in no way injure the friendly relations be- 
tween the two countries. Most people who know any- 
thing of France know the seaport of Havre which is the 
Gallic Liverpool. I wis speaking Yestetday with 
a gentleman from that town, a man who was 
born of English parents, who lived for many 
years in St. Domingo under the protection of the 
late Emperor of unhappy memory, who was 
driven away by his subjects for doing them out of a 
fabulous number of tons of coffee every year, and who 
is now a naturalised Frenchman, the husband of a Creole 
and father of some very dark-looking children. This 
gentleman is well up in the opinions of the Havre poli- 
| ticians, and he assured me that a war with England 
would be the most unpopular thing that the Emperor 
could possibly do—that the French trade would be utter- 
ly ruined. The good people of Havre have even now 
been in a great state of alarm; some of the 
elderly inhabitants remember to have seen 
the dreadful union-jackx in their young days 
flaunting it gaily. off their coast, keeping all their 
mercantile marine in a most helpless state of inactivity 
and apprehension, and they have no wish to see again 
those good old times. It is strange, too, that Havre is 
left almost undefended; the forts upon the heights which, 
overlook the town are unfinished. In the days of the 
Kings, Havre was constantly petitioning for their con- 
struction, and for some other local privileges which, 
year after year, the house of Bourbon and Orleans had 
ordered “ to lie on the table.” When Napoleon III. came 
into power Havre petitioned anew, and in three weeks a 
military commissioner was sitting in the Town Hall, and 
in a very short time afterwards the local privileges were 
obtained, and several powerful batteries were ordered to be 
built along the perpendicular cliffs that protect the en- 
trance to the harbour. For this work English labourers 
were er benen and a stout old English gentleman told 
me that he had often watched them with a degree of 
national pride as they trowelled their mortar and laid 
their bricks. But these worke—why, I know not — were 
discontinued, and even now there does not seem the 
slightest intention on the part of the Government to 
hurry them towards completion. If France, says my 
friend, was speculating on invasion, she would not leave 
the second port of her kingdom in this defenceless state. 
No, sir; believe me the Emperor knows too well what he 
is about, knows the tremendous blow which a war with 
England would immediately inflict upon the trade of 
France, and the very little support such a policy would 
meet with from all persons engaged in mercantile traus- 
actions.” The preparations for the grand féte are 
already becoming visible at some of the principal points. 
In the Place Vendéme, where towers the statue in 
bronze of the First Napoleon, and where the troops are 
to pass in review before his representative, large wood- 
en galleries are being rapidly constructed, most likely 
for the use of the diplomatic and other bodies of the 
State.

The surest way for men of all orders, on all occasions, 
to ascertain whether they are well led is to observe whe- 
ther their „leaders state clearly, consistently, and perse- 
veringly what they want and what they think. or whether 
they mix up things that do not cohere or do not agree. 
Thers is no other test half so good. In the first case, 
the leader is certainly able, and probably honest. In the 

other case, he must be either incapable or dishonest, or 
both. Now, ahy man who will take the trouble to study 
and compare the writings and speeches of the leaders 
of the Strike in the Building Trade will perceive at 
once that Mr. Potter and his comrades have put forth 
reasons for the Strike which differ every time they 
speak or write, and cannot in any way be made to agree. 
The most obedient of their victims must choose, among 
the various contradictory grounds which they assign, 
the one on which he will himself act ; and if he 
omit to do this he is simply their slave. If he chooses 
his ground, he will have to make sure that itis the right 
one, among the several which cannot be made to agree ;

SANDYCOVE, NARROW ESCAPE FROM 
DROWNING. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ) 

Sunpay Eventnc.—We were sitting after dinner 
about half-past six o’clock, on yesterday evening, 
watching the angry waves as they broke upon 
the rocks, adjacent to the harbour of Sandy- 
cove, when we observed a small boat, rowed 
by two boys named Roche and Fox, from Glasthule. 17 
and 14, years of age, respectively, putting out from the 
harbour, evidently with the intention of enjoying the ex- 
citement of a rocking. The youthful mariners rowed 
somnc distance, and after having been tossed about for 
a few minutes, put back in safety. Again, however, 
they tempted the stormy waves, and after rowing 
about one hundred yards, they arrived on a line 
with the promontory of rocks, on the west, 
or Kingstown side of the battery, whcre the 
waves, unbroken by the shallows, came in with full 
force from the Bay. We anxiously watched the move- 
ments of the frail skiff while each wave raised it upon 
its crest and then seemed to swallow the small craft as 
it intervened between us, and the object of our solicitude. ' 
It was evident the two youthful mariners were enjoying 
the perilous situation they were in, while about a dozen 
of their companions watched their movements from the 
Harbour. At length we observed an unusually large wave 
with a white crest curling upon its extended ridge ap- 

roaching steadily but surely towards the little boat. 

e boy who rowed the starboard oar or that which was 
next the wave seemed to have observed it when it ap- 
proached close to the boat, as he wavered in his stroke 
and his companion continuing to row turned the side of 
the little skiff partially towards the wave. In the next 
moment it was seetng towering on the crest of the wave 
in an unsteady position, and on the top seemed 
turning over completely, a shriek from us all anticipated 
the consequence, for in its decent it was thrown com- 
pletely over, and instantly its occupants were 
cast into the water the boat-keel uppermost, and the 
boys struggling like black spots in the boiling seas. I 
rushed down to the harbour gathering my breath for a 
plunge, if necessary, as I approached it. On the rocks 
the people“ were running backwards and forwards 
shouting ineffectually to each other, women screaming, 
boys crying, and two men almost ineffectually endea- | 
vouring in their phrenzy to unmoor one of the buats 
in the harbour. The caretaker, young Jenkinson, 
and a gentleman, whose name I could not ascertain, were 
the first to suceed and get out a boat. But all these 
preparations took about ten minutes, which appeared to 
us so many hours. By this time the boat which had 
been upset, was thrown by another wave on its keel, but 
now full of water, The elder of the boys had swam to 
it, and clung on by the stern evidently saved. The 
vounger had gone down twice or three times, and now 
his hands were thrown occasionally in the air, while he 
seemed like a bundle of clothes still tossed on each 
wave. Before the boat could leave the shore a 
poor labouring man named Richard Byrne, of the Albert 
Road, bravely threw off his Sunday clothes and plunged 
from the Quay of Neptune Cottage into the boiling surf, 
swam out steadily towards the drowning boy, seized him 
in his arms, and both were taken into the boat by Jen- 
kinson, who, by this time, had arrived at the scene of the 
disaster. When landed at the baths, the brave fellow 
who rescued him, made light of the circumstance, refused 
the offers of assistance, donned his clothes 
in one of the baths, and walked offas if he had 
merely dicharged an ordinary duty. Hundreds of people 
with a Doctor in a covered car had by this time reached 
the place, but the boy as he was carried into one of St. 
Michael's cottages seemed not to have saffered from sus- 
pended animation. He was stiffwith cold, but conscious, 
and looked around him affrighted and pale, his eyes 
bloodshot and his countenance expressing wonder more 
than alarm. Thus we see the folly of such foolhardy 
recklessness, and we hope the record of such accidents 
will teach adventurous youth to be more careful on such 
occasions, we hope the brave fellow who thus risked his 
life while others stood trembling on the shore will be 
rewarded as he deserves. 


EXPLOSION AT BALLINCOLLIG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT). 
Cork, Saturday, Aug. 6, 1859. 

A most appalling accident took place about half-past 
ten o’clock to-day in the powder mills of Sir T. Tobin, 
of Ballincollig, through which one of the isolated build- 
ings of the establishment (the “dusting house) was 
blown to atoms, and at least five men killed, 

How the accident occurred, I could not ascertain; nor 
do I think it will ever be known as all engaged on that 
particular part of the premises are no more to speak 
on earth. i 

The names of the victims of this dreadful catastrophe 
are Timothy Lyons, Timothy Burns (a father of nine 
or ten children), William Looney, James Merrick, and 
a boy named John Corkeran. The corpses of two of 
them have been recovered entire, but of the other three 
only mangled parts, blackened, shrivelled, or crisped to 
cinders, have been found. So violent was the explosion

SINGULAR CHARGE AGAINST THE COLONEL 
OF THE 93p HIGHLANDERS.

A YORKSHIRE SuRGEON CHARGED irn Horse 
STEALING aT Sr. Leonarp’s.—On the 16th of July, 
person calling himself “Captain Beacham,” took up 
his temporary abode at the Saxon Hotel, St. Leonard’s.

‘The animal, however, 
was not returned as promised, and information ws 
consequently given to the police. The Captain wa 
subsequently found to be a certain Doctor” Hepworths 
who itinerated the country as a homeopathic lecturer, 
and described himself as having been once con 
with the Leeds Infirmary. On the day he left the Saxon 
Hotel, a very valuable card case and a single slide te- 
lescope were both missing, and he was consequently sup- 
pused to have taken them away with him.
